Had 
tho stuff of tho Hongkong ( bservatory thought 
that such a storm was not uolikely it ia con- 
cvivable that tho fall in the barometer might have 
been noticed earlier, but it does not appear thet 
any. auch suspic on was justified beforehand ant 
very few minutes elapsed after the barometer 
indication became unmistakesble before the 
question of hoisting the dram was raised, If it 
ig true that crilicism had been fri quently made 
of unneceseary warnings the few minutes 
(19'to 15) further delay is only. to be expected, 
and beyond that tho dolay in the actual hoisting 
appears at presont unavoidable though it is 
likely that some device ,conld be contrived to 
shorten the time nece:sary for this operation. 
(3) I conclude that. there remains no.question 
of doreliclion of duty at tha Observatory, and 
that any possible orror of judgment allaged is 
too uncertain, to ba regarded as carrying

_OERMANY AND JAPAN, 


A RUMOURED TREATY, 


Berlin, July 19. 
The German Cablegram Company is keeping 
the German Prees well acquainted with every 
move inthe Far East. To-duy, for instance, 
a cablegram received from Tokyo says that the 
Franco Japaneso Treaty was: published theory 02 
Mondoy, and that influential circles in the 
Japanese capital are by no means disinclined 
to negotiate with Germany with a view to con- 
cluding s trealy ou the same lines. The “Ber- 
liner Tageblatt” thinks that any special troaty 
between Germany and Japan is “almost super- 
fincus,” although, naturally enougb,. Germany 
would oppose no obstacles in the way of arriv- 
ing at such an understanding with Japan. In 
alluding to the Franco-Japanexe Agresment, 
the ‘ Kélnische Zoitung” marks that France 
aud Japan can yely uyon the ‘ unconditi nal 
acquiesornce of Germany in carrying out. their 
desire {o preeerve the independence and ‘the 
intagrity of Chins, aud also the principle of the 
‘open door’ for ull nations, To-day Gerinany’s 
-views have not changed in the Least since it 
conelud:d ‘a similar treaty with Engleod in 1900, 
The more the policy of the ‘open door’ meets 
with honcurable recoguition, 80 much the more 
will there U8 fewer occasions. of dispute and 
conflict, which otherwise arise so easily in com- 
mercial competition.” Of course, Germany. 
desires the “open door,” but it must be abroad: 
although Germany's trade with Chins, aconrd- 
ing to the satatiztics Just published by the 
Chines Maritimo Customs Office, nmeunts only 
to 34 per cent. of China's total foreign trade, 
yol it ia growing: thus, in 1905, the German 
exports to China were worth 14,800,000 taels, 
ant 17,309,090 taela in 1906; Chinese exports to 
Germany rose from 5,400,000 taels to 0,800,000 
taels in 1906,—Globs, .
